He also defeated Epinard in a match race in France and won the Lincolnshire Handicap in England from 
26 others. *SIR GALLAHAD III is_ represented by five winners in France from his first crop, 
among them Fete Royale, Lion Hearted, Charles Quint, Madame Pompadour, and his seven winners in 
America to date (all 2-year-olds) are Gallant Fox (Flash, Junior Champion), Flying Gal (Schuylerville 
Stakes, Babylon Handicap), Galaday, Pansy Walker, Merry Vixen, White Favor, and Easter. j 


*DURBAR II_______-___ (Bay, 1911, by Rabelais—Armenia, by *Meddler)_______ $1,000, Return 
(Property of Mr. Robert H. Heighe) 

Having won the Derby in England and four important stakes at 144 miles each in France, *DURBAR 
II had his racing career shortened because of the World War. He has sired many excellent horses in 
France, including Rebia (French 1000 Guineas), Fontenal (French St. Leger), Calaviers (Grand Criterium), 
Altay, Durban, Fanatic, Durandal, Durzetta, Cestona and Xander, and in Italy the Coupe _@’Or_ winner 
Scaranouche. In America his winners are *Flambette (Coaching Club American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, etc), 
and *Rajah, none of his get on this side of the water being yet of racing age. Two of his daughters 
*Xenita and *Epsom May are producers in America. 


BROWN BUD____--- Limited to 30 mares (including 10 of the owner’s)_______ $1,000, Return

BROWN BUD’S only starts were five races at two years and fifteen at three years. He finished in 
the first three in all but one, was disqualified in Jockey Club Gold Cup and won ten other races from 
3-4 mi. to 1 1-4 mi., including the Miller, Travers, Mid-Summer Derby and Maryland Handicaps. His 
winnings amounted to $63,800. BROWN BUD is own brother to Lane Allen (10 wins), and half-brother 
to Primrose (11 wins, including Jerome, Pimlico Autumn Handicap), and Huon Pine, winner for 5 sea- 
sons. *Brown Prince II was a sterling racehorse in England and an excellent sire in America, among 
others of his get being Handy Mandy, Brown Flash, Helen's Babe, Old Slip, Martha Washington, Brown 
Wisdom, Brown Wizard, etc. June Rose’s sire, Myram, is a full brother to Jardy, by Flying Fox out of 
Airs and Graces, winner of the Oaks: and her dam *Pietra is among the best mares brought to America. 
She also is grandam of Toro and Easter Stockings. Prunus, leading sire in Germany is out of alf-sister 
to Pietra. 


CAMFFIES....._.__.__ (Chestnut, 1914, by Olambala—Nightfall, by *Voter)_______ $500, Return 

CAMPFIRE won the Futurity, Hopeful, Great American, Sanford Memorial, Saratoga Special, Tobog- 
gan Handicap, etc. He is the sire of Wilderness, Big Blaze, Tall Timber, Wood Lore, David Bone, Indian 
Scout, Carniverous, Fleeting Fire, Agapanthus, etc., and the following 2-year-old winners in 1929: Camp 
Boss, Campion, Chelys, Campfire Maid, Nettie Belle, Ned O. (winner of Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap 
[disqualified] and Walden Handicap) Sunstroke, Sage Fire and Czarina. 


CHATTERTON____ (Chestnut, 1919, by Fair Play—Chit Chat, by *Rock Sand) ____ $500, Return 

CHATTERTON possessed dazzling speed and won the Autumn, Phoenix Hotel, Falls City, Louisville 
Hotel, Decoration Day Handicaps and 10 other races at distances from 51% furlongs to 1 1-8 miles. He is 
the sire of Current (Selima Stakes, Breeders Futurity), Chatford (Remsen Handicap), Chatover (Nassau 
Stakes), Hill and Hill, Mat Hunter, Maximus, Chatter Black, First Mission, Jessie Carey, Genghis Khan, 
Chattahoochee, Harborton, Kitty Mullally, Chat, Fakir, Chatson, Chatter Anne, Fair Rosalind, Night Extra, 
Perjury, Chatterwood, etc. 


STIMULUS___(Chestnut, 1922, by Ultinuus—Hurakan, by Uncle) (Book Full)___$500, Return 

STIMULUS won 9 of his 14 starts at two, the only year he raced, among his wins being Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Hartsdale Stakes, Oceanus Handicap; total earnings $67,590. Mother Goose (8 pounds actual weight 
to her favor) beat him a head for the Futurity. Ultimus was a great siallion. Sire of Luke McLuke, Anita 
Peabody’s sire; High Time, sire of Sarazen and High Strung; Supremus, sire of Alcibiades and 8 other 2-year- 
old winners 1929. Hurakan was a stakes winner and three of her four winners were stakes winners. 
His yearlings have been highly tried.

GENERAL LEE started 5 times, won 3 races, including East View Stakes and Wakefield Handicap, and 
had no chance in other two. His sire was an excellent racehorse and, though his career in the stud was 
shortened by untimely death, he is the sire of Nimba and manv winners in America and France. His 
dam was a stakes winner, her victories including the Kentucky Oaks.

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KENTUCKY DATES. 
i announcing the schedule of racing dates as 

adopted at a meeting of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, held last Saturday at the 
Latonia race track, away from its regular offices 
in Lexington, and without giving the usual notice 
through the newspapers, Bob Saxton, in The 
Cincinnati Enquirer comments that “there will 
be a radical departure in Kentucky spring racing 
this year.” 

The words are well chosen, since, by the ar- 
rangement of dates, Latonia sacrifices its Decor- 
ation Day and abandons 23 days in June to hold 
forth for 47 days in July and August. Mr. Saxton 
says “there are several reasons for this radical 
departure, chief of which can be summed up in 
one word—-weather.” 

It remains to be seen whether the horsemen 
and the devotees are going to prefer ‘Death 

’s” blistering heat in July and August to 


Valley’s 
the less torrid time of June. There was only 


a day and a half of rain last spring at Latonia 
though the track was muddy or heavy on nine of 
the 29 days. Is there any guarantee that there 
will be less rain this coming July and August 
than there was last June? We think not. 

THE BLoop-HoRSE is of the opinion that it 
would have been better had the State Racing 
Commission given the breeders, owners, trainers 
and other devotees to the sport opportunity for 
expression of views upon so radical a departure, 
but Tue BLoop-HorRsE also recognizes the fact 
that the State Racing Commission, as at present 
constituted, generally acts in accord with the 
wishes of the American Turf Association in 
matters of dates, and evidently the American 
Turf Association preferred that there should be 
no discussion. 

In th’s connection Tie BLOOD-HORSE may be 
permitted to relate that from Frankfort comes 
the report that a member of the General As- 
sembly has prepared and intends to introduce 
at the present session a bill so amending the act 
under which the State Racing Commission was 
created as to make ineligible for appointment 
thereon any person who is a stockholder in a 
racing association or identified in any way with 
the operation of a race track as owner, part 
owner or officer or official. 


ANOTHER SPORTSMAN DIES. 
i - the passing last week at Louisvilie of George 

J. Long, master of Bashford Manor, for a full 
half-century a sportsman breeding and racing 
horses for pleasure and diversion from the tax of 
a large and successful business, the Turf has 
lost another of its stalwarts. 

Having twice won the Kentucky Derby, first 
with Agra, next with Sir Huon; the Latonia 
Derby with Free Lance, the Kentucky Oaks with 
Kathleen, and a goodly proportion of other stakes 
with horses likewise of his breeding, Mr. Long 
had served seven years as a member of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, by appointment 
of two Governors, one a Democrat, the other a 
Republican. 

His service as a commissioner was rendered 
during the period of the sport’s reclamation from 
the decadence into which it had fallen through 
racing’s prostitution to commercialism and greed 
of a powerful syndicate then in control. He, like 
the late colonel Jack P. Chinn, E. F. Clay, Mil- 
ton Young, Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, and 
like Messrs. Hart Talbott and Louis des Cognets, 
who also served during that period, never did 
a single thing nor cast one vote that was not 
for the uplift of the sport-—always for the sport’s 
sake, first; always for the general welfare, re- 
gardless of personal friendships and personal 
ends. 

Charitable, generous, fair, yet keen and stur- 
dy, and capable in all his undertakings, Mr. Long 
had passed 77 years in this life and he had an- 
swered the call of his Maker, leaving here an 
unsullied reputation, no known enemies and hosts 
of friends. May his soul rest in peace. 


TEXAS. 

N pages 124 and 125 in this issue of THE 
O BLOOD-HORSE is a letter from W. E. Robin- 
son, of Stamford, Texas, which carries a vein 
of optimism relative to a racing law and the 
future of the Lone Star State in the matter 
of Thoroughbed horse production. 

During the past week Judge C. W. Hay, gen- 
eral manager of the Washington Park Jockey 


Club, Chicago, and master of Scotland Stud, who 
attended the initial meeting of the Texas Jockey 
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Club last November, acting as one of the 
stewards and part time as general manager, 
said that he is much impressed with Texas as 
a breeding state for Thoroughbred horses. 

While there he had the pleasure of inspecting 
the yearlings by *Phalaros (now 2-year-olds) at 
Three D’s Stock Farm, and also a number of 
youngsters by Escoba, which were bred and 
raised by Houghton Brownlee at his Escoba 
Stock Farm, near Austin. Judge Hay is of the 
opinion that these Texas yearlings compare very 
favorably with the yearlings raised in Kentucky, 
all having good size, abundant bone and _ sub- 
stance, and especially fine legs and feet. 

Judge Hay is of the opinion that a great breed- 
ing industry could be developed in Texas in the 
event race meetings governed under a state law 
can be had at the important centers of popu- 
lation. 

We are of the opinion that the efforts made 
by Messrs. W. T. Waggoner & Sons and their 
associates in the Texas Jockey Club, by Mr. 
Brownlee, Dr. Clark, and a host of other lovers 
of the horse in the Lone Star State are bear- 
ing fruit, and that the people there are growing 
impatient under the hard riding of reformers.

ANOTHER TRACK. 

UDGE JOSEPH A. MURPHY, according - to 

news from Miami, has let it be known that 
he is acting in an advisory capacity to a group 
of Jacksonville business men who are planning 
the building of a race track in Duval County, 
Florida, much nearer to Jacksonville than is 
Keeney Park. With such plans in the making, 
it would seem to indicate that a racing bill is 
likely to be successful at the next session of the 
Florida Legislature, or, at any rate, that the 
Jacksonville group think so. It is hardly to be 
expected that any group would undertake the 
building of another track without some such 
feeling of security, in the light of what has hap- 
pened at Tampa, Longwood Park, Keeney Park 


and Pompano. Miami is the only community in 
the state that has really battled in a sustaining 
way for the preservation of racing. Jacksonville 
had its Moncreath Park long before another 
track in Florida was thought of, but Jackson- 
ville then did not want racing. If the reported 
plans are carried out it will be a case of other 
times, other thoughts. Here’s hoping that it 
comes to pass that a real, honest-to-goodness 
racing law can be enacted and the dead spots in 
the state enlivened.

THE BROODMARE SIRES 


N its next several issues, THE BLOOD-HORSE will 


publish tables giving the names of the 
daughters of the 20 leading sires of broodmares, 
together with the names of the winners out of 
those daughters; the names of the sires of those 
winners; the number of races won and the total 
amount in first monies won by each of those 
winners during the year 1929, also indicating by 
(S) such as were stakes winners. 

The broodmare sires will be dealt with in the 
order of their standing in the list at the end of 
the year. Accordingly, *Star Shoot comes first, 
as he did the five preceding years. *Star Shoot 
died at the age of 21, at Hamburg Place, prop- 
erty of the late John E. Madden, November 19, 
1919, after having five times headed the list of 
sires of winners in America, his years having 
been 1911, 1912, 1916, 1917 and 1919. Thus, 10 
years after his death, we find this wonderful son 
of Isinglass six times the leading sire of the dams 
of winners in the United States of America, the 
Dominion of Canada, the Republic of Cuba and 
the Republic of Mexico. 

As might be supposed, the a ughters of *Star 
Shoot are thinning. In 1928 he had 93 daughters 
the uams of 153 winners of 384 races and $521,- 
469 (which sum included the money earned in 
362 seconds and 313 thirds), whereas last year 
$4 daughters were represented by 132 winners of 
349 races and earnings of $312,385 (fist monies 
only having been taken into account). These 
figures, it will be noted, are slightly changed 
from those published last week in the table of 
broodmare sires on page 81, the result of a care- 
ful rechecking. 

Eight of the year’s stakes winners are from 
daughters of *Star Shoot, they being Desert 
Light, likely candidate for the Preakness Stakes 
and Kentucky Derby; Jim Dandy, also entered 
for the Preakness and expected to be named 
for the Kentucky Derby as well: Greenock, Jack 
High, Stormy Dawn, Ben Machree, War Saint 
and Genie, the latter now at E. K. Thomas’ Tim- 
berlawn Farm, near Paris, Ky., to enter the stud 
this season. 

Star Berta had out 4 winners last year, and in 
that respect she was the most conspicuous 
There were 10, how- 


daughter of *Star Shoot. 
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ever, who were responsible for 3 winners each, 
they being Star Dawn, Faustina, Hussy, Ilaria, 
Inferno Queen, Mary Powell, Micco, One Star, 
Priscilla and Thunderbird. Ilaria’s 3 won a total 
of 16 races, while Thunderbird’s 3 won 15 races, 
one of them the Grand Union Hotel Stakes.

“This pedigree contains an abundance of old 
line American foundation blood which has stood 
the test of time and in looking around, I do not 
see where any of them are advertised for sale 
very cheap. Most of them have preceded grand 
old Fair Play to the place where ail good horses 
go, but old Broomstick is still here and it is my 
fervent hope that he may live a long time before 
he is called away to greener pastures. 

“Now, there is only one more horse missing 
from this pedigree which could improve it and 
that is Hanover, but it is represented, I believe in 
Sallie McClelland. 

“Of course, it is problematical, but as far as 
family, coat, color, age and class are concerned, 
I do not think a breeder would go wrong in 
mating these two animals, as much could be said 
for both sides. There is no doubt that Reigh 
Count was a fine racehorse, but it is beyond our 
power to predict what he will do as a sire of 
racehorses. The most we can do is hope that 
he will outdo himself in the stud, like Fair Play 
did. The same was predicted for Luke Black- 
burn but who expected Bramble to be the one 
to carry on the line of Bonnie Scotland? 

“There is one rule I have always tried to ob- 
serve in my many-sided life and that is as fol- 
lows: The unexpected is usually what happens, 
especially when applied to horses, so I am usually 
on the lookout for it and am not very much sur- 
prised either way it turns out. 

“Permit me to thank you for the privilege of 
participating in this contest, and wish all who 
are interested in the interests of the noble horse 
a very happy and prosperous 1930.”

“As there are approximately 8,000 horses in 
training in the United States, and I shall not

of unusual interest.

“Much has been written discouraging inbreed- 
ing to St. Simon, but after due consideration of 
the horses representing this great sire, I do not 
believe the serious results predicted from such a 
procedure would materialize. 

“St. Frusquin finished second to Persimmon, 
another son of St. Simon, in the Derby. He after- 
ward reversed this decision in both the Princess 
of Wales Stakes and the Eclipse. He also won 
the 2,000 Guineas. In the course of his career 
on the track he won $168,550. Many have con- 
sidered St. Frusquin the best sire son of St. 
Simon. There have been many notable animals 
among his get, one, which I remember readily, 
is St. Amant, winner of the 2,000 Guineas and 
the Derby. 

“Diamond Jubilee accounted for the Derby, St. 
Leger and 2,000. He won $145,925 in Turf 
prizes, which was quite some sum at that time. 
Sold to Senor Correas for $150,000, he was sent 
to the Argentine where he headei the winning 
sires for several years, his purchase price being 
realized from his first crop. He was a horse 
of perfect conformation and lived to the ripe 
age of 26. 

“Desmond won the Breeders’ Foal Plate, Coven- 
try and July Stakes as a 2-year-old. He entered 
the stud a young horse and, after his first sea- 
son, advanced in popularity annually until from 
the modest beginning of $150, his service was 
raised to $1,250, at which charge he served for 
the last three years of his life. In the Derby of 
1913, two of his sons, Craganour and Aboyer, led 
the field home. Probably the best of his get was 
The White Knight, which won both the Ascot 
Gold Cup and the Coronation Stakes, twice, as 
well as several other coveted prizes. Others of 
his sons which were considered stayers were 
Charles O’Malley, Sir Archibald, Land League, 
Maya and Declare. It was reported that at one 
time Lord Dunraven refused an offer of $200,000 
for Desmond. 

“Here are three of the greatest sons of St. 
Simon and surely no one could conscientiously 
say that this blood lacked staying qualities. 

“Grand Parade is a young sire and has not 
had time enough for his daughters to prove him 
a getter of broodmares. In 1929 three of his 
daughters sent winners to the races. His first 
crop appeared in 1923 and since that time his 
produce has accounted for 161 races. His racing 
record was brilliant. The Derby, Ascot and St. 
Leger Stakes fell to his lot. Among his 
get are the 2,000 winner Diophon and Review 
Order, winner of the Ascot Stakes. Grand Pa- 
rade is good enough to command $2,000 for 
service at the Exning Stud, Newmarket. His 
sire, Orby, was a Derby winner; Orme was the 


best son of Ormonde and the latter was a triple 
crown winner, having been successful in the 
Derby, St. Leger and 2,000 Guineas. What more 
need be said of this line through Bend Or and 
Doncaster to Stockwell”? 

“Martagon is another direct descendant of 
Stockwell and has been a good sire. He got 
*Marathon, which in turn got such good horses 
as Jack Hare Jr., Gipsy Queen and Marion 
Goosby. 

“On Parade is bred very similar to “Cleopatra, 
dam of Cesarion, being a direct descendant of 
Bend Or and having two sons of St. Simon in 
the third remove. 

“So much for the mare. Now, where did 
Reigh Count get his staying powers? *Sunreigh 
was raced only as a 2-year-old. He was light- 
ning fast but could not win. His greatest asset 
aside from getting Reigh Count, was being a 
brother to *Sun Briar. His sire, Sundridge, 
could not get over a mile but was high in speed 
and could carry weight like a Roseben. The 
Sundridge line in this country drew the spot- 
light during 1929 by the successes of Sun Beau, 
son of *Sun Briar. Sun Beau’s 1 1-4 miles in 
2:01 3-5, at Hawthorne last October, was a 
grand performance. Although this line has been 
successful and has produced stayers I like to 
think that Reigh Count’s superb stamina was 
handed down to him through his tail female line, 
combined with the blood of St. Frusquin and 
Count Schomberg. He comes from a long line 
of successful race mares. Contessina, in ten 
years as a matron, produced ten foals, including 
Sunsini, which could get any distance. Pitti was 
never raced but was dam of Beppo, which won 
the Jockey Club Stakes at 1 3-4 miles and the 
Hardwicke Stakes and Manchester Cup, both at 
1 1-2 miles. The day before winning the Hard- 
wicke Stakes he finished second to The White 
Knight in the Ascot Gold Cup. Beppo sired 
many stayers and his daughter, Gay Laura, was 
dam of Crusader. 

“Florence won at all distances up to 2 miles 
and accounted for close to $60,000 in prize money 


though Pitti was her only produce of note. 
Enigma was responsible for three great brood- 
mares in Florence; Tact, dam of Charm (*Assa- 


gai’s dam and great grandam of *Stefan the 
Great), and Gravity, dam of William the Third. 
The Sphynx also produced three great mares in 
*Cleopatra, Criosphinx and Enigma. 

“The next dam, Madame Stodare, produced 
six winners and her dam, a sister to Leaconfield, 
produced winners of at least 58 races. 

“There have been many failures at inbreeding 
to St. Simon, but there have been successes as 
well. Trigo’s pedigree shows a double strain. 
His sire, Blandford, was a son of Swynford, and 
he, a son of John O’Gaunt, which came from the 
St. Simon mare, La Fleche. His dam, Athasi, is 
a direct descendant, through Farasi and Des- 
mond. In a hurried glance over the pedigrees of 
the 1929 stake winners I saw 19 in whose pedi- 
grees St. Simon appeared twice though not all 
were themselves inbred. Among these were 
Whichone, Bateau, Sun Craig, Gallant Fox, Arc 
Light, Alcibiades, Lady Broadcast and Light 
Carbine. A list of the stakes won by these 
horses would make a noteworthy one. 

“It is not my intention to advocate inbreeding, 
but where the best strains of the blood of a noble 
stallion, and where speed and stamina are so 
evenly distributed throughout the pedigrees, I 
believe the mating should produce a superior 
racehorse.”

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


X-RAY USES ON HORSES 


Editor’s Note: Having noted the progress Dr. 
D. L. Proctor, of Lexington, has made and is 
making in the use of Roentgen, or X-rays as an 
aid to diagnosis in veterinary practice, we re- 
quested him to write for TiiE BLOOD-HORSE, some 
articles upon the subject, citiny cases. This is 
the first article, and he has purposely stripped it 
of technical terns, in order that the lay reader 
may have a better understandiny of the subject.

OR a number of years the X-ray or Roentgen 

ray has been used in veterinary practice, 
especially among the veterinarians doing small 
animal practice, but it has only been within 
recent years that the use of the X-ray, for 
diagnostic purposes, has been given serious 
thought and consideration by the veterinarians 
doing horse work. 

This apparent lack of interest of the veterin- 
arian can be accounted for in several ways: 
(1) No practical or suitable machine on the mar- 
ket to meet the requirements of the veterinarian; 
(2) cost of available machines; (3) iack of 
knowledge of technique for operation of ma- 
chines, developing of tilms and reading of plates; 
(4) lack of interest among horsemen, and de- 
mand for use of X-ray. 

The first three of these can now be eliminated 
with the placing upon the market some three 
years ago of a suitably large machine, designed 
tor human bedside work, possessing portability 
and flexibility. It was this machine with some 
minor changes of tube stand, etc., that has per- 
mitted the veterinarian to take X-ray plates 
of the horse while on the farm, not even necessi- 
tating the moving of the horse from the stall, 
provided the barn is equipped with ordinary 110 
volt alternating current. 

It remained only for the veterinarian to open 
the way and show his ciients, the horsemen, the 
advantages of the X-ray as a diagnostic aid and 
for them to have the necessary interest in this 
great stride forward. 

With the advent oi the X-ray into the veter- 
inary field, there remained a great deal of ex- 
perimental technique to be worked out, as to 
time of exposure, distance of patient from ma- 
chine, reading of plates, etc. It is here the writer 
wishes to express his sincere appreciation to the 
Kelleket Manufacturing Company for their un- 
tiring aid and interest into this new field. 

It can readily be seen thai any pathology and 
any deviation from the normal could onty be 
appreciated when it was known what the normal 
looked like on the X-ray plate. Therefore it was 
necessary to take a great number of exposures, 
both normal and pathological, for comparative 
purposes and technique, and a great deal of study 
in reading of plates and post mortem examina- 
tions, where possible, to clinch our clinical ex- 
amination and X-ray findings. 

It may be said here that there is no such thing 
as an X-ray picture. A roentgenogram is a pro- 
jection upon a photographic plate of a series of 
shadows of varying density, representing the 
various structures through which the rays have 
passed, and the correctness of diagnosis depends 
entirely upon the skili with which these various 
shadows are separated and interpreted; farther 
that the X-ray unit is not a panacea for the 
diagnosis of all ailments or lameness of the horse, 


but it has been a wonderful aid in diagnosis of 
bone details, as fractures, splints, sesamoid and 
navicular trouble, ringbone, sidebone, foreign 
bodies, as nails in feet and ankles, knees and 
hock troubles where the bones or joints are in- 
volved. 

Beside the above uses of the X-ray, in leg and 
foot work, which constitutes 75% of our lame- 
ness in the horse, is the precautionary measures 
of examination, as a routine practice, of wean- 
lings, yearlings and 2-year-olds for bone de- 
velopment, bone structure and bone alignment. 
With this thought in mind, we often find young 
horses poorly developed in bone structure from 
various causes, rickets probably holding first 
place. It can readily be seen that the precaution-

ary measure enters greatly into the economics 
of the breeding and training game. It is obvious 
that the yearling with soft, boggy, poorly- 
matured bone structure does not require the 
same kind of training that can be given to his 
brother yearling with compact, closely-knit, 
well-developed bone, yet we wonder why one 
yearling does not do anything as a 2-year-old 
while another apparently has the makings of a 
super horse. To go on training this undeveloped 


yearling undeveloped as far as bone structure 
goes--and this is the very foundation of the 


whole horse--means a hopeless cripple, and a 
liability, rather than an asset, to the owner. 

We can then divide X-ray service into two 
fields. The first we may call pathological and 
the second precautionary or prophylactic.—Under 
pathological we will take to mean the diagnosis 
of visible clinical symptoms of lameness and bone 
involvment, while prophylactic will be taken to 
mean examination by use of X-ray plates of 
weanlings, yearlings or 2-year-olds, before any 
visible clinical symptoms appear, for bone align- 
ment, bone structure and bone maturity. 

The most common call for X-ray service is 
diagnosis of ankle complaints. The usual pro- 
cedure consists of a thorough physical examina- 
tion of subject, especially the suspected portion, 
for tendonous or ligament troubles. Even though 


we find considerable tendon or ligament involve- 
ment, an X-ray picture is advisable unless we 
are satisfied that our ligament or tendonous 


ip 
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trouble is primary rather than secondary to a 
periarthritis, arthritis or sesamoid trouble. 

It is especially advisable, even in_ severe 
suspensory trouble, to take X-ray to determine 
if any damage has been done to the periosteum 


of the bone at attachment of suspensory liga- 
ment that might cause a proliferation of bone 


tissue, where firing and rest might be indicated 
rather than absorbents, blisters, etc. To illustrate 
the foregoing two cases are recited and small 
cuts of the X-ray pictures are presented, togeth- 
er with a cut of an X-ray plate of a normal foot 
and ankle. 

In making small cuts of X-ray plates a great 
deal of soft tissue details must naturally be sac- 
rificed, and much pathology that would be of 
great diagnostic value lost, therefore much that 
shows on the original plates is missing on the 
developed cuts as shown. 

Case No. 1—-Bay gelding, age 4, lame in left 
fore ankle, soft, hot and edematous swelling in- 
side and above ankle, filling space between 
tendons and lower third of cannon bone, extend- 
ing downward to some two inches below sesa- 
moid bones. Diagnosis of rupture of suspensory

No evidence of ring bone or navicu- 
lar troubles was apparent at time this horse dis- 
continued training in June, 1929. 

X-ray picture made 1929 showing as 
drawn rupture of inside branch of suspensory 
with new bone growth and deposits in this region 
on the lower end of the cannon bone and extend- 
ing down on the long pastern bone to the attach- 
ment of the internal branch of suspensory, ring- 
bone or periarthritis at the articulation of long 
and short pastern. This may or may not have 
been a sequel to rupture of suspensory ligament. 
The ringbone may have been the direct cause of 
rupture of suspensory ligament from protection 


of ringbone in works or while in training. Then, 
again, it may have developed from the displace- 
ment of the bone alignment in protecting the 
suspensory ligament while turned out. 
Treatment consisted of deep point firing over 
region of suspensory ligament and over ringbone 
formation of first and second phalanx. Pros-

TTEND any sale of embryo racers and you 


will find that very few buyers evince much 


desire to become the owner of a member of the 
“weaker” (7?) sex. In some instances fillies of 
faultless breeding and conformation have sold for 
sums far below their intrinsic value as racers 
or producers, possibly both. There is no gain- 
_ Saying that of the two sexes the fillies are the 
more precocious. They learn faster, are quicker 
to show their speed and are freer runners, re- 
quiring less training to make them ready for the 
races. Even should they fail as racing tools their 
value as producers, although an unknown quan- 
tity, renders them far more desirable than the 
horse of equal inefficient racing qualities. Then, 
too, there is far less expense incurred in owning 
a broodmare, no matter what her offspring may 
do in a racing way, than in standing a “no ‘count 
horse,” especially if one is foolhardy enough to 
build up a breeding establishment around such a 
horse. 

Believe it or not, such things have been done 
and are yet, for that matter. The achievements 
on the racecourse and in the breeding paddock 
of such mares as Maggie B. B., Imp, Miss Wood- 
ford, Modesty, Regret, Sallie McClelland, Cleo- 
patra and the racing of the more recent Rose 
of Sharon and Bateau, to name a few, should 
tend to remove the prejudice against their sex. 
The theory that a good horse can always beat a 
good mare has been exploded time and again. 
More than one Turfman’s way has been paid 
through the efforts of a good mare. Old timers 
will remember May Hempstead. She, like Rose 
of Sharon, won one Oaks after another in rapid 
succession and finished second to Imp in the 
First Special at Gravesend. She not only scored 
over the fillies, but took the colts into camp in 
the Tennessee Derby. As a yearling May Hemp- 
stead practically went begging. Several sup- 
posedly shrewd horsemen made the outstanding 
mistake of their careers in passing up their op- 
portunity of purchasing her for a paltry sum. 
One prominent Kentucky trainer had the chance 
of buying her for only $50; but, after taking a 
look at the width between her forelegs, would 
have none of her at any price. Another, the late 
Henry Simons, bought her for $125. At the 
same time buying a colt on which he was very 
“high.” He sold May Hempstead later on in the 
day at a profit of $25. The colt proved a flop of 
the worst variety and the filly could have choked 
him and any of his kind to death with a hundred- 
yard rope. 


Don't forget Spinach in your calculations as 
to just who will be the 3-year-old champ. Mr. 
Zeigler thinks he has in Spinach the colt for 
which he has been looking these many years. 
This good colt was bred and raised by the late 
J. E. Madden; which is to say he cannot pos- 
sibly be faulted in point of breeding or in the 
manner he was brought to the races. He is bred 
to be a great 3-year-old, being a son of Sir Martin 
and Sweet Thyme, by Friar Rock. The Sir 
Martins are hardy campaigners and are noted 
for their staying qualities and rare gameness. 
Horses bred like Spinach have to be waited on at 
2 as they come to hand slowly. A poor man 
cannot afford to buy yearlings of such breeding 
for they must have quicker returns on their in- 
vestments. Spinach seems just the type of colt 
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to fit the long distance events of the coming 
season. He is the right color; a deep, rich chest- 
nut. While he is rather leggy, he isn’t so gross 
as Desert Light or Whichone. His muscles are 
of the lean, staying kind and his feet and legs 
are of the best, The width across his hips sug- 
gests great power. What’s more he is level as 
to temper and a great ‘“‘trencherman.” in all 
he is the best looking Sir Martin I have ever seen 
and measures right up to his looks in his per- 
formances to date. It may be he is destined to 
recompense Mr. Ziegler for the manner in which 
Star Lore let him down at 3 after performing 
so promisingly at 2. 


Several Louisville sports writers have recently 
been lamenting “the passing of the old time 
sprinter, which was liable to crack a record on 
each trip to the post.” Allow me to add: “with 
the provision they did not crack themselves in 
the attempt, as many of them were wont to do.” 
It would be hard to find their counterpart in 
modern racing. Osmand, Polydor and one or two 
others could possibly have held their own with 
the best sprinters of the past. It seems strange 
there are so few really great sprinters in this 
age of speed. Present day racing fans pay 
small heed to the deeds of the sprinting brigade. 
As well they might, since the greater the demand 
for distance racing, the more earnestly will rac- 
ing associations endeavor to please these fans. 

Distance racing is rapidly increasing in popu- 
larity and consequently additional races over a 
route are sure to follow. In the natural course 
of events this should have a strengthening in- 
fluence on the Thoroughbred of the future. Be- 
cause of the speed craze which prevailed some 
years ago, the lines of Hanover, Lexington and 
*Leamington are, in tail male, now practically 
extinct. Domino’s line would very likely be 
numbered with the above trio had it not been 
for Commando’s stout “Australian blood. Truly 
there was a lot of glamour surrounding such 
sprinting giants as Roseben, Joe Blair, Iron Mask, 
Donau and Pan Zareta. The latter never had a 
superior within her endurance limits. 

One “scribe” labors under the impression that 
many of those sprinters were liberally supplied 
with cold blood. Such accusations are in bad 
taste as no true racing fan could possibly relish 


the suggestion that those old sprinters of fond 
memory were of “tainted” blood. While many 


of them were bred in the far south and west and 
were in some instances, decidedly unfashionably 
bred, they were Thoroughbreds. All lines seem 
to flourish at some time and who can say which 
of those we now call “gyp” lines will be next to 
gain prominence through some future champion. 


The following is an excerpt from a _ very 
old sporting magazine which I chanced upon 
a few days ago: “Hamburg, who earned for Mr. 


Daly the proud honor of being the only owner to 
win a second Lawrence Realization, is not only 
a superb individual but is also one of the fastest 
pieces of horseflesh ever seen in America. His 
action makes him simply the poetry of motion 
when extended, a peculiar tendency of the hind 
feet to overlap the fore at the beginning of each 
stride making his motion much on the greyhound 
order.” 

To read such a fitting tribute and description 
of a racer, Which was written while the horse was 
still in his prime, is rare; especially when one 
considers that at that time, as in the present 
day, the Turf “‘scribes’’ were more given to de- 
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tracting from their champions than to glorifying 
them, speaks volumes for the horse’s ability. 
Why, even Sysonby was termed “just a fair 
horse among a very poor lot.” 

It is human nature to ponder over the deeds 
of the champions of the past and to imagine 
them as being far superior to those of the 
present. In reading over some of those articles 
by the old time Turf writers one will find that 
practically all were guilty of trying to beat the 
real champion of their respective times with 
some second rater who, in actual contest, never 
had a ghost of a chance. 


To my mind the best way of gauging a real 
champion is the way his name is remembered 
after he is dead. For instance the names of 
Hanover, Hamburg, Domino, Commando and 
their kind are well known and their accomplish- 
ments on the Turf and in the stud are kept fresh 
in the minds of all racing enthusiasts; but those 
old heroes were, many of them, beaten at one 
time or another by horses whose names scarcely 
anyone can recall. In most cases when a real 
champion is beaten it is because of exceptionally 
bad racing luck, lameness, a bad ride, etc., and 
not due to the ability of the goat which chances 
to be first past the post. 


Jockey R. Zuchinni is probably in Australia 
by now. It is said that he has a berth with one 
of the wealthiest sportsmen ‘down under.” 
Zuchinni has been fighting a losing battle with 
the scales for several years. However, he should 
experience no difficulty in making weight in 
Australia as their scale is much higher than ours. 
Zuchinni is a good post rider. Furthermore, he 
is strong and a good finisher, which should stand 
him in good stead in the Antipodes, where dis- 
tance racing is the vogue. As he is one of the 
few American jockeys to ride in that country, it 
will be interesting to note what success he may 
have. Racing there is on a very high plane. 
It is estimated that from 150,000 to 200,000 per- 
sons annually attend the running of the Mel- 
bourne Cup. When one considers that the popu- 
lation of the country is far less than that of the 
state of New York one gets a fair idea of the 
popularity of the sport. While distance racing 
with high weight up is the forte of the Anti- 
podean, do not harbor the impression they run 
those races in trotting-horse time. That their 
horses have speed is witnessed by the fact that 
Gunner holds the 5 furlongs record of 58 seconds. 
In making this record he packed the steadier of 
159 pounds! Whichone, our 1929 2-year-old 
champion traces in tail male to Carbine, the 
greatest of all Australian racers. Boojum gets 
a dash of Carbine blood through his dam (Elf) 


who was by *Chicle, the sire of Whichone. Both 
these colts trace to *Darebin, another great 
Australian sire, through Commando’s’ dam,

Just noticed that Desert Light bears a marked 
resemblance to Hanover. About the only differ- 
ence is in the markings. Desert Light is a 
“solid” chestnut and Hanover had white on both 
fore and his off hind legs. Trainer Alex Gordon 
of the Fair Stable was in a reminiscent mood the 
other morning and in talking of intelligent horses 
he stated that he considered Swope one of the 
most sensible racers he ever trained. Swope 
was also what horsmen term a “good-doer.”’ He 
was a good 3-year-old, though not right at the 
top, and ran his best races over a distance, He

Saturday he was sold at public auction and while 
the colt was standing under the trees awaiting 
his turn the late J. E. Madden stopped to gaze 
at him, remarking that he wouldn’t have thought 
it possible for a horse to run so many hard races 
over a distance in such short space of time and 
not show a crease in his quarters. Swope seemed 
to thrive on racing and Mr. Gordon says he 
never went to the stall to get him for a race that 
he didn’t find the horse facing the screen, he was 
always ready and anxious to race. Horses of 
that type are few and far between. It would 
be necessary to push most horses out of their 
stalls after a few such races as Swope seemed 
to relish. Swope never missed a feed. 
*Cloister, who in his racing days was the “out- 
horse” of the Kentucky racing fans, got away 
to a flying start as a sire of worthwhile racers 
when Prince Cloi the first of his colts to face 
the barrier won the initial 2-year-old dash at 
New Orleans January 1. Two of his fillies have 
since made their first starts, both finishing sec- 
ond. *Cloister is by the popular English sire 
Friar Marcus, which was represented at the 
Saratoga yearling sales last August by two colts 
a bay out of Belle Royal, knocked down to Col. 
Bradley for $10,000, and a bay out of Mother 
Shipton, for which the California Stable paid 
$7,500. *Cloister was cut out to be a great 
racer, but due to leg troubles he was never able 
to prove it. I haven’t his record, but if memory 
serves me right he won over thirty races and 
about half of them by the margin of a nose. 
Time and again he thrilled spectators by his 
stretch runs, and woe unto the racer who hadn’t 
at least 8 lengths the best of him at the head 
of the stretch. When he did get home by a nose, 
in that last desperate nod he would actually 
throw himself across the line in much the man- 
ner of the human foot-racer. Sure, he was a 
plater, but he won more races on three legs than 
many horses win on four perfectly sound ones. 
Like Doncaster, “he was all heart and no peel.”

GOOD WORK 


ROWTH of racing in public favor and con- 
duct and a gradual breaking down of the 
old prejudices against the sport are observed in 
the annual report of the National Educational 
Campaign in Behalf of the Thoroughbred and 


Racing which has just been made public at 
Washington. 


The campaign with which the report deals was 
founded three years ago following a meeting of 
representative leaders of the sport in which the 
late Richard T. Wilson, Col. Matt J. Winn, J. E. 
Widener, Mr. Stuyvesant Peabody, former United 
States Senator J. N. Camden and Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson, who proposed the project, partici- 


pated. Others who have given active assistance 
are Messrs. John McEatee Bowman, Marshall 
Field, John Hertz, William Ziegler, Jr., E. R. 
Bradley, W. R. Coe, George Wingfield, F. M. 


Alger, Thomas W. Hitchcock, R. L. Gerry, George 
D. Widener, William du Pont, Jr., Charles B. 
Shafter, George Sloane, J. M. Murphy, John San- 
ford and William Woodard. 

The report which was submitted to Admiral 
Grayson by Harry R. Stinger, who has been in 
active charge of the campaign, presents an ex- 
haustive review of the educational work in be- 
half of the sport, governmental activities of in- 
terest to breeders of Thoroughbreds, the Federal 
and State legislative situation pertaining to rac- 
ing, and the service the campaign has rendered 
to breeders and owners as individuals in keep- 
ing them informed of matters affecting their in- 
terests. 

According to the report, one of the most im- 
portant events of the year affecting the indi- 


vidual interests of breeders and owners was the 
decision of the Federal Court of Appeals con- 
firming the ruling of the Board of Tax Appeals 
of the U. S. Bureau of Internal Revenue that for 
income tax purposes racing is a business and 
that all expenses incurred in the operation of a 
racing stable may be deducted in making returns. 
On this subject, the report adds: 

“This decision, which will mean the saving of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to the men who 
breed, own and race Thoroughbreds, came as a 
result of a suit instituted by George D. Widener 
and Joseph E. Widener. To them is due the 
credit for fighting the case to its victorious con- 
clusion, and the lasting gratitude of those who 
have benefited by their efforts.” 

Discussing the projects and experiments of the 
Government of interest to breeders, the report 
states: 

“Extensive experiments and research in stamp- 
ing out the parasite evil which are of far-reach- 
ing importance to breeders of Thoroughbreds are 
being conducted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. To the parasite, infesting the pastures and 
infecting the foals as they begin to graze, scien- 
tists are now attributing most of the ills of the 
Thoroughbred as well as other horses, and Con- 
gress has made a substantial appropriation for 
the study of the evil in an effort to devise means 
of combating it or eradicating it entirely. 

“Another project soon to be undertaken by the 
Department of Agriculture having a deep inter- 
est for Thoroughbred breeders and owners will 
be to determine the value of the so-called violet- 
ray treatment of ailing horses with particular 
reference to the Thoroughbred. Many breeders 
and owners of Thoroughbreds are already using 
this method to some extent in treating their 
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horses, and their experiments and the results 
they are obtaining are being closely followed, as 
will be the study of the Department of Agricul- 
ture.” 

Agitation for the removal of the Thoroughbred 
horse from the free list by breeders who main- 
tain that American breeding has reached a point 
where protection is essential is revealed by the 
report, which reads: 

“The revision of the tariff act undertaken by 
the special Congress, and proceeding in the regu- 
lar Congress now in session, again brought up 
the question of whether imported Thoroughbreds 
should remain on the free list or be subject to 
the same duty as ordinary live stock of 15 per 
cent ad valorem. 

“There has been agitation for some time for 
the removal of the Thoroughbred horse from the 
free list by American breeders who maintain that 
the Thoroughbred breeding industry in this coun- 
try has progressed to a point where protection 
is essential. Contributing to this agitation have 
been complaints to the Department of Agricul- 
ture that foreign breeders attracted by high 
prices in our Thoroughbred markets have con- 
spired with American citizens to dump inferior 
horses into this country, thus violating in spirit, 
if not in the letter, the law that was designed 
primarily to improve our Thoroughbred stock. 

“In writing the new tariff act, the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House took up the issue, 
but decided to make no change in the existing 
provisions. The Senate Finance Committee came 
to the same decision, and unless the bill is 
amended during debate in the Senate, which 
seems unlikely, the Thoroughbred will remain on 
the free list. Other provisions relating to the 
Thoroughbred, such as their shipment into this 
country for racing or exhibition purposes, also 
are unchanged in the bill as it now stands.” 

Discussing the Federal and State legislative 
situation, the report states: 

“During the year legislation to legalize racing 
has been introduced in the legislatures of various 
states, and in states where the sport is legal, 
there were attempts to either suppress or harass 
it. 

“In Montana alone was racing legislation suc- 
cessful, although in Florida, Arkansas and Texas, 
where it was an issue, it was defeated by a nar- 
row vote. In no state where the sport exists 
were the attacks on it successful. 

“To defeat racing legislation in Florida, the 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of the M. E. Church, which for years 
has been seeking the suppression of the sport, 
threw its organization into the fight. In the 
face of this added opposition, friends of racing 
in the state mustered surprising strength, losing 
in both houses of the legislature by only a few 
votes. 

“Dramatic scenes marked the final considera- 
tion of racing legislation in Texas. One news- 
paper in describing the vote on the measure said 
that it was accompanied by scenes of the ‘wild- 
est fanaticism and disorder’ that have ever been 
witnessed in the chambers of the legislature. 

“Although defeated, sponsors of the sport were 
not discouraged and immediately prepared to’ re- 
sume the fight at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 

“To introduce the people of the state to the 


pleasure of the sport, and to show them how 
modern racing is conducted, W. T. Waggoner 
personally financed a 11-day race meeting on his 
private course near Fort Worth under met- 
ropolitan conditions. Leaders of the sport 
and horsemen cooperated generously in making 
it a success. Although no wagering was 
permitted the attendance ran into the thousands, 


the crowds showing marked enthusiasm, and the 
publicity the veniure optained created intense in- 
terest in the Thoroughbred throughout the state. 
The meeting made many friends for the sport, 
and it is expected that it will have a salutary ef- 
fect on the effort to legalize racing in the state. 

“Antiracing legislation in the form of a bill to 
abolish pari-mutuel wagering made its appear- 
ance in Maryland, sponsored by the labor fac- 
tions, but the measure expired in committee with- 
out ever reaching the floor for debate. In Ken- 
tucky, a court action was instituted by the attor- 
ney general which would have had the effect of 
declaring unconstitutional the laws under which 
pari-mutuel wagering is permitted. In Illinois, 
the sport was subjected to legislative harass- 
ment in the form of several restrictive bills, all 
of which failed. 

“What might have led to a movement for Fed- 
eral legislation against the sport was contained 
in the move of the District Attorney in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to obtain a law, modeled after 
the one in force in Michigan, which would have 
prohibited newspapers in the District of Colum- 
bia or those coming into the District from pub- 
lishing racing results or information. After his 
requests to the newspapers, the district attorney 
appealed to Congress for a compulsory law. Sen- 
ator Arthur Capper, of Kansas, chairman of the 
District of Columbia Committee of the Senate, 
who is a newspaperman, received the appeal and 
promptly rejected it, saying that it was his opin- 
ion that too many liberties already have been 
taken with the liberty of the press.’ It is not 
expected that the issue will be revived. 

“Such a law as requested by this district at- 
torney, while designed only to apply to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, would have established, if 
passed by Congress, a dangerous precedent of 
which the enemies of the sport undoubtedly 
would have been quick to take advantage. A 
similar law national in scope was proposed sev- 
eral years ago, passing the House, but dying in 
a Senate committee. 

“These legislative tests and the increased at- 
tendance at our race courses have furnished con- 
crete evidence of growing public interest and 
confidence in the sport, but they also reveal that 
its enemies are by no means quiescent and that 
much remains to be done before the prejudices 
se to racing have been finally broken 
down. 

Referring to the educational features of the 
campaign, the report declares that as the “domi- 
nant note’’ of our work, “we have stressed the 
utilitarian and economic importance of the 
Thoroughbred in improving the light-horse in- 
dustry of the country besides providing healthful 
recreation and exhilarating sport; his contribu- 
tion to the national defense in building up the 
a ralry and creating a reserve of good horses 
for use in time of national emergency, at the 
Same time emphasizing that only through racing 
and the tests of endurance, speed and stamina 
that the race course provides, can this progress 
be maintained.”

UST as we were about to write something of 

a recent visit to Dixiana in company with 
Ross Long, the genial and capable manager of 
Mr. Charles T. Fisher's noted breeding establish- 
ment near Lexington, this note came in the mail 
from our good friend, Vernon Sanders, Turf Ed- 
itor of The Louisville Times: 

“Your fronticepiece last week, bearing a half- 
tone of Peter Hastings, was a great piece of art. 
This horse probably would have been a_ top- 
notcher if he had not been accidentally injured 
early in his 3-year-old form. Berit Williams had 
him at the Downs, and I thought he was about 
as grand a type of the Thoroughbred extant. 
With that Domino and Australian blood reversed, 
he should make good in the stud. Now, Tom, 
here is something in breeding you should ex- 
plain to the novices concerning the bloodlines of 
Peter Hastings which would relieve confusion on 
the part of some. It is at half glance, noticed 
that he has two *Cinderellas in his pedigree. 
Of course, you and other experts know they 
were different mares. *Cinderelia, the mother 
of Peter Pan, was by Hermit from Mazurka, 
while *Cinderella, the mother of Hastings, was 
by Blue Ruin or Tomahawk, from Manna.” 

Well, Mr. Sanders has done the explaining 
about the two *Cinderellas so well that little re- 
mains to be said by us, except to comment that 
both mares abundantly carried the biood of 
Herod and Matchem, in which Peter Hastings is 
so well fortified. As his picture shows, Peter 
Hastings is a truly handsome horse, and Mr. 
Long tells us that he is very sure. He is a bold 
horse, unusually commanding in manner and ap- 
pearance, and from the moment one sees him 
there is born an impression of his great strength 
and substance, which impression quickly grows 
into full realization of the actual existance of 
these qualities as one observes the son of Peter 
Pan. He is very like his sire at the same age 
and coming from the line of Matchem in tail 
male he has an advantage in blood-strength that 
the elder horse does not possess, since he is bred 
Eclipse to Eclipse. 


The accident mentioned by Mr. Sanders as hav- 
ing put an end to his training for racing was a 
quarter-crack, which is still visible. He was very 
highly-tried and displayed marvelous speed. 

With this knowledge, coupled with what we 
may be permitted to call the horse's personality, 
an owner of mares seeking a mate of the Domino 
line could, without risk, we recommend, patron- 
ize this young stallion. 

Mr. Long showed us 17 mares, all in foal, and 
three of the number are heavy to Peter Hastings, 
they being Bristow Maid, by St. Rock; Pompano 
Girl, by Sweep, and Crossways, by Fair Play. 
The other mares we saw are Indiscretion, by 
Uncle; Complexion, by Fair Play; Bandymo, by 
Uncle; *La Belle Helene, by Sardanapale, all in 
foal to High Time; *Highland Mary, by Hurry 
On; Penelope, by Sweep, both in foal to Cru- 
sader; *“Sherbet, by Sunstar, in foal to Man o’ 
War; *Petronella, by Bachelor’s Double, in foal 
to American Flag; Admiral’s Lassie, by Man o’ 
War, in foal to Upset; Castagnet, by *Frizzle, in 
foal to General Lee; Caracena, by Friar Rock 
in foal to Star Master; Shining Mark, by Friar 
Rock, in foal to Captain Alcock; Naomi, by 
Man o’ War, in foal to *Polymelian; Miss Jemi- 
ma, by Biack Toney, in foal to In Memoriam. 

These mares are all of an attractive tvpe 2nd 
in excellent condition. They have the best cf 
stabling and pasturage on one of the most highly 
improved farms in the Blue Grass Region. if 
Major T. J. Carson could come back now and see 
the place he would hardly recognize anything ex- 
cept the creek and the outer walls of the old 
residence, which has been beautifully enlarged. 
Major B. G. Thomas, who had title to the name 
Dixiana originally and sent forth many good 
horses from the stud to bear his colors, were he 
in the flesh today would be, no doubt, delighted 
to see what magnificence has been brought un- 
der the name by the present owner, a sportsman, 
whose love of the horse is everywhere apparent. 
But to revert to the mares, if any reader of this 
should happen to be visiting Dixiana, he or she 
should ask especially to see Highland Mary. She 
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is a lovely mare. 

There are 14 yearlings at Dixiana, and nearby 
their stable is a mile track on which they are to 
get their lessons prior to going to Preston M. 
Bureh for campaigning. A training stable is to 
be built this spring, and these youngsters will be 
the first to occupy it. The yearlings are likely 
looking, as a whole, and are as well grown as the 
average at this season. They are, in the order 
in which they were shown: Chestnut colt by 
Prince Pal—Bristow Maid, bay colt by High Time 

Compiexion, chestnut colt by High Time 
Bandymo, black filly by Tryster--Pompano Girl, 
chestnut colt by *Polymelian-—*La Belle Helene, 
chestnut filly by High Time-—Clandestine, chest- 
nut filly by Pomme de Terre—-*Sherbert, bay 
filly by “Polymelian—Indiscretion, bay filly by 
“Stefan the Great—Penelope, chestnut filly by 
Star Master—Caracena, bay filly by Captain Al- 
cock—-Shining Mark, bay filly by General Lee— 
Miss Jemima, chestnut filly by Wise Counsellor 

Retrograde, and bay filly by Sun Flag—Castag- 
net. The four colts are worthy fellows. The 
filly out of Indiscretion is first class; the daugh- 
ter of Miss Jemima, very good, indeed, and the 
daughter of Retrograde, a young Friar Rock 
mare, displays to a marked degree the Han- 
over that is in her through her sire, Wise Coun- 
sellor. Here indeed is one that should be pre- 
served for the breeding paddock even without 
racing, merely training sufficiently to ascertain 
her possession of speed. 

One of the finest and best appointed barns in 
this part of the country is the center from which 
Dixiana activities radiate. It was built by the 
McCormick Lumber Company, of Lexington, and 
is as well constructed and as beautifully finished 
inside as are many homes. The saddle and show 
horses are kept and trained in this barn, which 
also numbers several Thoroughbreds among its 
residents. Some of these are hunters in the mak- 
ing, and, judging froin these, Dixiana is to be 
a place from which to secure high class hunters. 
Peter Hastings is not kept at this barn. His 
place is in the stallion barn and he occupies the 
stall that was Epinard’s during his days of serv- 
ice as a Stallion in this country under lease to 
the late James Cox Brady, the prior owner of 
Dixiana.

RACING DATES. 

T a meeting of the Kentucky State Racing 

Comm i'ssion, quietly called and held at the 

Latonia Jockey Club's offices, at the Latonia 
race course, Saturday, January 18, racing dates 
for 1930 were allotted, at follows: 

Lexington. -Thursday, April 17, to Saturday, 
May 3 (15 days). 

Churchill Downs-—Wednesday, May 7, to Sat- 
urday, May 31 (19 days). 

Latonia—-Saturday, June 28, to Saturday, Au- 
gust 9 (37 days). 

Dade Park-—-Wednesday, August 13, to Satur- 
day, September 6 (22 days). 

Lexington Saturday, September 13, to Satur- 
day, September 20 (7 days). 

Latonia—-Saturday, September 27, to Saturday, 


October 25 (25 days). 

Churchill Downs— Tuesday, October 28, to Sat- 
urday, November 8 (11 days). 

Total, 136 days. 

Members present were Polk Laffoon, Presi- 
dent of the Latonia Jockey Club, chairman; 


Sewell Combs, President of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation; W. E. Smith, of Louisville, and Frazer 
LeBus, of Lexington. Theodore E. Mueller, of 
Louisville, the fifth member, is in California. 
Maurice Galvin, Secretary-Treasurer and General 
Counsel of the American Turf Association, was 
present as representative of Latonia and Churchill 
Downs, and Thomas A. Scott, General Manager 
of the Kentucky Association, represented Lex-. 
ington. 

It appears, by comparison of the two schedules, 
that the Kentucky dates are arranged to fit in 
with the dates for Washington Park and Lincoln 
Fields, the two American Turf Association tracks 
at Chicago, possibly with a view to working of 
the same set of officials Washington Park, Lin- 
coln Fields, Churchill Downs and _ Latonia. 
Churchill Downs does not close until five days 
after the opening at Washington Park, but it is 
likely that the force at Churchill Downs will be 
split, as has been previously done in shifting 
men from Kentucky to Illinois, and part sent to 
Washington Park, which will close on the day 
Latonia opens (June 28). Here, again, the force 
can be split for the one day. All through the 
Latonia meeting there will be no activity on 
either of the A. T. A. tracks in Chicago, it now 
having no managerial interest in Hawthorne, be- 
ing a minority stockholder. Lincoln Fields opens 
August 25, seventeen days after the close at La- 
tonia, and continues until September 27, the day 
on which Latonia’s autumn meeting opens, when 
the force can be again split for one day. That 
will conclude operations at Chicago for the year 
and put the whole force back in Kentucky for 
the remainder of the season at Latonia and 
Churchill Downs. 

It remains to be seen whether the American 
Turf Association has done the wisest thing in 
passing June dates and throwing the Latonia 
meeting into the full heat of July and early 
August. It has been said that the rainy weather 
at Latonia in June of 1928 largely influenced the 
change. <A check up on the weather during the 
last spring meeting at Latonia shows that it was 
clear on 21 of the 29 days, cloudy on six days, 
raining one day and part of another day. The 
track was fast on 14 days, good four days, slow 
two days, muddy five days and heavy four days. 


DEATH OF GEORGE J. LONG. 

HILE in his office at 203 North Jackson 

Street, Louisville, at 12:30 noon, Wednes- 
day, January 15, George J. Long, 77, died from 
an attack of the heart before nearby medical as- 
sistance could reach him. He was at the time in 
a conference concerning business of the United 
States Cast Iron, Pipe and Foundry Co., of 
which he was an officer. 

Mr. Long is survived by his wife, Mrs. Nellie 
Hodgon Long; a son, Dennis H. Long; a daughter, 
Mrs. James Royden Peabody, and five grand- 
children. 

Funeral services were held at his home, Bash- 
ford Manor, on Bardstown road, at 2 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon, January 17, and burial was in 
Cave Hill Cemetery. The active pallbearers 
were: Judge Robert W. Bingham, Clay Lyons, 
W. J. McGonigale, R. Baylor Hickman, Lee P. 
Miller, of Louisville; George Buckingham, of 
Chicago; N. F. Russell, of New York, and Vinton 
Overholt, of Scottsdale, Pa. Honorary pall bear- 
ers were: John W. Barr, Jr., Oscar Fenley, Henry 
Orsmby, Dan Murphy, J. M. Johnson, Dan E. 
O’Sullivan, Judge Charles F. Price, George Don- 
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forth, Charles H. Semple, Fred Dolle, John 
Chambers, Lee Miles, of Louisville; John Morris, 
of Versailles, Ky.; Edward C. Fuller, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio; T. C. Carpenter, of New York; Julius 
W. Hegeler, of Danville, Ill., and Willard Wilson, 
of Birmingham, Ala. 

Mr. Long was also president of the Interstate 
Water Company and a director of the American 
Turf Association and of Churchill Downs, Inc. 

A native of Louisville, his fondness for horses 
was natural, and in his young manhood he in- 
augurated his racing stable and established his 
Bashford Manor Stud. It was there that he bred 
Agra, his first winner of the Kentucky Derby in 
1892, this son of Reform, from Albia, defeating 
the late Edward Carrigan’s Huron and others. 
It was there also that he bred Sir Huon, his sec- 
ond Kentucky Derby winner in 1906; Free Lance, 
winner of the Latonia Derby in 1912, which good 
horse fought with the younger stallion, Ralph, 
to the death of the former, at Bashford Manor in 
1917. 

It was there, too, that he bred Kathleen, win- 
ner of the Kentucky Oaks in 1916, a grand and 
sturdy filly, now a member of Edward Beal Mc- 
Lean’s Stud at Belmont Plantation, Ashburn, 
Va., and dam of Jock. 

September 7, 1922, Mr. Long, due to ill health, 
dispersed his Bashford Manor Stud, retaining only 
a few virtual pensioners. The 69 head brought 
$76,850, when he would have been satisfied with 
$40,000. Shortly thereafter he became partially 
paralyzed, but recovered sufficiently to regain 
his interest in racing and business. There now 
are some 30 horses at the farm and a couple of 
2-year-olds in training in the stable of R. P. 
Brooks at Churchill Downs. 

John H. Morris, owner of Bosque Bonita Farm, 
Versailles, Ky., was for many years trainer for 
Mr. Long, and was succeeded by Pete Coyne, 
present trainer for Joseph E. Widener, he having 
come up under Mr. Morris. When Mr. Long dis- 
persed the Bashford Manor Stud, Mr. Coyne 
opened a public stable and was highly successful. 
Upon the death of Ham Keene, he was employed 
by Mr. Widener. 

The Louisville Times, in editorial comment, 
said: “Mr. Long was a kindly, hospitable man 
devoted to his friends, his family and his horses. 
His days were long in the land and he dies re- 
gretted.” 

The Louisville Herald Post said Kentucky is 
“proud of such sportsmen as Mr. Long ...a 
man of high principle, of sturdy fibre, of genial 
and easy conversation, broad-minded and liberal. 

The popular conception of John Bull, part 
native shrewdness, part generously a host, al- 
ways loyal to the responsibilities and the duties 
of h’s position, might well have had George J. 
Long in mind. He has left a void which can- 
not be filled.” 


SALES DATES. 

E. J. Tranter, owner of the New Lexington 
Sales Paddocks, on the Paris Pike, near Lexing- 
ton, after his inaugural sale there in November 
announced that he would hold a spring sale of 
Thoroughbreds two days before the running of 
the IKXentucky Derby, and an autumn sale imme- 
diately after the close of the racing season. The 
dates for Kentucky racing having been fixed by 
the tate Racing Commission at a meeting Jan- 
uaryv 18, Mr. Tranter wired from his winter home 
at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, to THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
January 19, an announcement that the spring 
sale at the New Lexington Sales Paddocks will 
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be held May 15 and 16 and that the autumn sale 
will be held the week of November 10 and 15. 
CHURCHILL DOWNS STAKES. 

Entries for the Kentucky Derby, $50,000 added; 
the Kentucky Oaks, Clark Handicap, Grainger 
Memorial Handicap, each $10,000 added; Debu- 
tante Stakes and Bashford Manor Stakes, each 
$5,000 added, to be decided during the spring 
meeting at Churchill Downs, will close Wednes- 
day, February 5. The Kentucky Derby will be 
run May 17. Dates for the other events have 
not been announced. 


VISITORS TO LEXINGTON. 

Messrs Joseph E. Widener, Lord Adair and 
Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, accompanied by 
Marshall Field, came from New York to Lex- 
ington last week. After a day, Mr. Field jour- 
neyed on to Chicago, while the others remained 
at Elmendorf until Saturday morning, when they 
departed in Mr. Widener’s private car, “Lynn- 
wood,” for Miami. Lord Adair and Captain Boyd- 
Nochfort are over from England on a holiday. 
The latter is trainer of the horses Mr. Widener 
has in England. 

Mr. and Mrs. Walter J. Salmon and daughter 
came from New York in Mr. Salmon’s private 
car, “Mereworth,” and made an inspection of 
the Thoroughbreds at Mereworth Stud from Fri- 
day through Monday, departing Monday night 
for New York. 

William B. Miller, master of Greenwich Stud, 
is spending several days in Lexington going over 
breeding and training matters with Alfred Kane 
at his establishment on the Georgetown pike. 


HUNTERS DEPART AND RETURN. 

Messrs, Louis Lee Haggin, owner of Mt. Bril- 
liant; Hal Price Headley, owner of Beaumont 
Farm, and Lucas B. Combs, owner of Runners’ 
Rest, are in Alabama, hunting at Colonel Hag- 
gin’s plantation. Brownell Combs has returned 
to Belair Farm after a successful hunting trip 
to Demopolis, Alabama. 


ABOUT DERBY DAY. 

From Vernon Sanders’ column in The Louwis- 
ville Times, January 17, it is gleaned that Col. 
M. J. Winn, during a visit to Louisville, gave out 
the information that prospects for the Kentucky 
Derby, to be run May 17, are “better than ever;”’ 
that, doping it out from the green almanac and 
the laws of average, there will be no rain on 
Derby Day; that requests for reservations are 
greater than last year; that it is planned to ar- 
range seating for as many as 20,000 persons, and 
that “the Downs will be sharpened up for this 
year’s Derby, as it is expected that royalty will 
be entertained.” Lord Derby is mentioned as a 
probable visitor. Owners and trainers are say- 
ing they hope the “sharpening up” will not all 
be done on the stand side at the Downs, and that 
some attention this year will be given to the 
stabling and the stable vard. “We'd hate might- 
ily to have Lord Derby come in the back way 
some day and make intimate inspection of what 
we have to put up with all during the meeting,” 
said one trainer of a string of good horses. “In 


the matter of attention to property, Kentucky 
tracks remind me of the little boys who wash 
their faces and neglect the backs of their necks, 
or the darkies who shine the toes of their shoes 
and neglect the heels.” 
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NOT GUILTY. 

The United States Government had haled Hen- 
ry N. Robertson, of Lexington, before Federal 
Judge A. M. J. Cochran on a charge that he had 
failk.d to make a tax return after having a gross 
inccme of over $5,000 in 1923. It was alleged 
that Robertson operated a handbook on horse 
raecs and that he had deposited $19,000 in a Lex- 
ington bank. Robertson admitted the deposits, 
but the government was unable to disprove his 
assertion that it was the same money deposited 
over and over, which is to say it was a “bank 


roll.’ Unfamiliar with handbooks and terms used 
in conversation about handbooks and _ betting, 
Judve Cochran asked for information. After a 


witness had tried to explain it, Judge Cochran 
said: “I do not understand this handbook busi- 
ness, and I haven't time to find out about it. 
The jury will return a verdict of not guilty.” 


STUD NEWS 


BUYS *GOLDEN GUINEA. 
H AL W. STEELE is the new owner of *Golden 
Guinea and will stand him the coming sea- 
son at his farm on the Iron Works Pike, opposite 
Elmendorf, near Lexington, at a fee of $250 to 
insure a live foal. Mr. Steele, who is a son of 
O. L. Steele and son-in-law of Col. Phil T. Chinn, 
hought “Golden Guinea from the Insurance Com- 
pany of North America, January 18. The in- 
surance company had purchased him from W. B. 
Miller, master of Greenwich Stud, last April. 
The horse was insured with that company and, 
when he injured his right shoulder by falling in 
his paddock, it was debatable whether or not he 
should be destroyed. The company proposed pur- 
chase and Mr. Miller sold him. The horse was 
placed in charge of Doctors Hagyard & Hagyard 
and they have brought him around to a healthy 
state and restoration to usefulness. *Golden 
Guinea is the sire of Golden Prince, winner of 
the Coffroth Handicap last year, and candidate 


for the Agua Caliente Handicap to be run in 
March, with better than an outside chance to 
win it. At the price and with the horse’s rec- 


ord, Mr. Steele should experience little difficulty 
in filling *Golden Guinea’s book. See his ad- 
vertisement on page 134. 


PRICES INFINITE. 

When Gilbert Mastin asked W. B. Miller at 
Lexington last Saturday if he would sell Infinite, 
the master of Greenwich Stud, replied: “Yes, I 
would, for it is our policy that everything on the 
farm is for sale at a price, -but frankly, I do not 
want to sell Infinite.’ As the conversation 
progressed, Mr. Miller finally stated that the 
son of Ultimus could be bought for $100,000. Mr. 
Mastin answered that such a sum is more than 
the Warm Stable would care to invest in a stal- 
lion, since it will in another year have Victorian 
to go into the stud at Duntreath Farm, but he 
had thought that if Infinite might be had for a 
considerably less sum, his uncle, Silas B. Mason, 
and associates might buy him. 

Mr. Miller said later in talking about Infinite: 
“| have the painting of Ultimus, done by Mrs. E. 
Leone Seavey Lucas, and thus I constantly see 
the marked resemblance of Infinite to his sire. 
Furthermore, Infinite stamps all of his get with 
the proper appearance and conformation. The 
get of Infinite thus far tried have justified the 
high esteem in which I hold the horse. There- 
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fore, I would much prefer to keep him. I think 
he has a great future.” 

Mr. Mastin said that it has been decided to 
keep Victorian in training for this year, but that 
it has not been decided to send him to Agua 
Caliente. He said the inclination now is rather 
that he will not be sent there to race in the 
Agua Caliente Handicap. 


HART BUYS BLACK DAYS. 

Harry S. Hart bought Black Days from Mrs. 
I. E. Holland and is sending her to Tollie Young 
at Creekview Farm near Paris, Ky. She is to be 
bred to Prince Pal.

INHERITANCE OF ROARING. 
A short article entitled “Roaring,” in your 
December 7th issue, supports the idea that roar- 
ing is not transmissible. 
On the same subject Robert Bunsow writes in 
the “Rundschau fur Vollblutzucht und Rennsport” 
as follows: 

“At the last year’s vearling sales at Doncaster 
Lord Dewar bought, for 10,000 Guineas, a chest- 
nut mare by Friar Marcus out of Honora, bred 
to Sledmere. It was the highest price paid at 
that auction. The mares’ half-brother is Lemono- 
ra, a stallion to whom many mares were sent 
from Germany. Lemonora is a roarer. Her full 
brother, Hakim, was owned by the Aga Khan. 
Hakim died after winning several races in great 
style. The above mentioned chestnut mare has 
been taken out of training because she roared so 
badly that she could not be used for racing. The 
origin of this breathing defect is easily to be 
traced: Honora, Gallinule, Moorhen, Hermit, 
Seclusion, ete. The defect also may have been 
transmitted through the paternal side. We find 
there again Hermit and Bend Or, the sire of 
many roarers (Ormonde, Ossory, Fleur de Lys, 
Ornament, Arklow, etc.). Lemonora also has 
Bend Or and Hermit on the sire’s side.” AMER. 


T. Knight, a jockey who had been a successful 
steeplechase rider in England and who had rid- 
ren many winners on the flat in England, France, 
Germany, Holland, Belgium, Austria and Den- 
mark, died on Christmas Day in England from 
injuries received when a yearling reared and fell 
back on him.

MIAMI’S OPENING.

FOREIGN 
IRISH PROGRESS. 
LANS are in the making to better exploit 
the Thoroughbred horse as produced in Ire- 


land. Mr. Cosgrave, president of the Irish Free 
State, has requested the secretary of the Irish 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Association to call a meet- 
ing of all interested in the breeding of Thorough- 
bred horses in Ireland to discuss the best methods 
of advertising all over the world the present 
position of horse-breeding in Ireland as distinct 
from that of Great Britain. 

It is cited that in many countries all horses 
bred in the British Isles are described in entry 
forms and on racecards as ‘‘English-bred,” and it 
is felt that Ireland may not secure her fair share 
of the trade to be obtained from those countries 
in the near future. With a view to overcoming 
this, the Irish Free State government is prepared 
to make a substantial grant to be spent on an 
advertising scheme, and President Cosgrave is 
wisely seeking advice from those most concerned. 

One proposal is to publish a book, setting forth 
the facts, and circulating it all over the world, 
and to have in addition an intensive press cam- 
paign. There, too, is the suggestion that talkie 
pictures be made at the five studs producing the 
most important winners in 1929, with the owners 
themselves doing the talking parts, and that 
these pictures be shown all over the world. 

The French government, attracted by the suc- 
cess of Irish Bred horses in 1929, is about to send 
a special commission over to Ireland to investi- 
gate and report on the methods used on the Irish 
Stud farms and in training steeplechasers. 


AN AMERICAN. 


W. D. Blair, who won the Stayers’ Steeplechase 
at Gatwick January 4, with Ballyhanwocd, is an 
American who has been racing in England sev- 
eral years. He was until recently an enthusiastic 
rider, and owned the good old fencer Bonnie 
Charlie, on which he finished the course in the 
Grand National. 

NOTES FROM ABROAD. 

Gay Day has been sent from England to India 
to carry Sir Victor Sassoon’s colors .. . It is 
said Palais Royal II’s principal efforts in England 
this year will be directed toward the winning of 
the Ascot Gold Cup. No change in the con- 


ditions for the Grand Steeplechase de Paris have 
been made in the process of altering conditions 
of certain French races over country. . . During 
Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s present visit to 
America, training of the Freemason Lodge horses 
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at Newmarket is being superintended by J. Bar- 
nett, head of the stable... The Daily E-x- 
press (iondon) remarks that Billy Barten wi’l 
be missed by the devotees of steeplechasing in 
England this year. Captain Coe, in The Star 
(London), says of Easter Hero and the Grand 
National: “With his mark fixed at 175 pounds, 
a weight that he carried last year into second 
place, there are high hopes in the American and 
Irish camps that the great triumph is only de- 
layed.” Richard Croker, Jr., will have his 
colors shown on the important Irish tracks this 
year, and has engaged Cecil Brabazon to train 
his 7 2-year-olds. .. It is recalled in England that 
the Grand National winner Rubio was bred by 
J. B. Haggin in America, sent across the Atlantic 
as a yearling and sold for a few guineas. 

Captain Cuttle, the Epsom Derby winner of 1922, 
is reported to be seriously amiss with colic in 
Italy, where he is the property of Ricardo 
Gualino, who has him insured for $125,000. 

“Although the totalizator has only so far had 
what may be described as a very partial trial 
in this» country,” says Horse and Hound (Lonr- 
don), “everything points to it ultimately being a 
great success.”’ .. A. Challice, for 50 years fore- 
man of the Newmarket Heath staff, died re- 
cently. ..
